IPCC recover tasers and 
baton in shooting probe 



INVESTIGATION: Relates to incident in Hersden earlier this month

POLICE watchdog the Independent 
Police Complaints Commission 
(IPCC) this week confirmed it 
would be conducting a full 
investigation into an incident 
which saw a 40-year-old shot by 
police amid suspicions he had 
stabbed his daughter. 

It is also examining a taser and 
baton launcher used by police 
during the incident. 

Marc Traylor was shot at around 
lam on February 9 following a 
tense two-hour stand-off with 
police officers at a property in 
Hersden near Canterbury. 

He was rushed to hospital were 
he remains in a critical condition. 

Every police shooting is auto¬ 
matically refered to the IPCC to 
ensure correct steps were taken. 

Investigators have recovered for 
testing a police issue handgun, two 
Tasers and a baton launcher that 
were used during the incident. 

The 16-year-old girl - who 
attends a Canterbury grammar 
school - had suffered a number of 
stab wounds and was also taken to 
hospital. 


She is making good progress and 
is recovering well. 

During the incident the girl 
suffered a number of injuries. They 
were both taken to hospital, where 
the man remains in a critical 
condition. 

IPCC investigators went to the 
scene and as is routine arranged 
for an independent ballistics expert 
to examine the address. 

The IPCC oversaw the recovery 
of evidence from the address and 


have conducted house to house 
enquiries. 

The firearms officers have 
provided accounts to the IPCC and 
are being treated as significant 
witnesses. 

IPCC commissioner Mary 
Cunneen, said: “My thoughts are 
with all those involved in this serious 
incident. Our investigators have met 
with the family to explain our role 
and we will keep them updated as 
our investigation progresses. 


“Although incidents of this 
nature are rare, where someone is 
shot by the police it is right that it is 
subject to rigorous independent 
scrutiny. We have made good 
progress recovering evidence that 
will help provide an understanding 
of what happened.” 

Police had originally been called 
at around 11.20pm on Sunday, 
February 8. As part of the re¬ 
sponse, armed police officers were 
also deployed to the scene. 


Cameron support for plans 
to expand grammar to town 


Blow as another major 
school confirms it is to 
close due to numbers 


THE Oasis Academy Hextable near 
Sevenoaks is to close its doors at the 
end of the current academic year - 
with all but a handful of students 
transferring to other local schools in 
September. 

The decision follows another poor 
showing in the recent school league 
tables and declining numbers 
attending. 

With school funding derived from 
the number of students enrolling, it 
made the school unviable. 

It is the second major secondary 
school to close its doors in the space of 
a year. This time last year Kent 
County Council announced it was 
shutting the Chaucer school in 
Canterbury. 

The Oasis Academy is run by the 
charitable Oasis Community Learning 
organisation that is also responsible for 
two other academies in Kent- one on 
Sheppey and one in Gillingham. 

A spokesperson, on behalf of the 
board of Oasis Community Learning 
says: “It is with regret that we have 


made the difficult decision to close 
Oasis Academy Hextable. With the 
exception of current Year 10 and Year 
12 students, the existing student body 
will transfer to nearby schools in 
September 2015. The academy will 
finally close at the end of academic 
year 2015/2016. Making this decision 
has been one of the most difficult in the 
history of Oasis. 

“Oasis took over the failing Hextable 
School in 2013. But student numbers 
have continued to dip. And with 
projected student numbers set to 
continue to decline in the near future, 
before rising again, academy chiefs say 
that even by 2018 the school would 
still be operating only at half its 
capacity.” 

Students in Years 10 and 12 will 
continue at the academy for a further 
academic year in order to enable them 
to complete their GCSE and post-16 
courses. 

KCC wrote to all parents during the 
week offering them alternative places 
for their children. 


PRIME minister David Cameron 
has given campaigners pushing for 
the expansion of a grammar school 
in Sevenoaks a boost after saying 
he ‘ ‘strongly supports’ ’ such moves. 

While there is a ban on building 
any new grammars, Tonbridge’s 
Weald of Kent Grammar School is 
pushing ahead with plans to open 
an annexe in the town. 

Sevenoaks is the only major town

Hooligans run riot as 
trouble erupts at crunch 
derby day football clash

CLUB chiefs at senior non-league 
football side Ebbsfleet United are 
counting the cost after hooliganism 
broke out at its home derby with 
Bromley on Tuesday night. 

‘Significant’ damage was done to 
to Stonebridge Road as an element 
of Bromley fans attacked Ebbsfleet 
supporters and stewards as Bromley 
won the Conference South clash 
1 - 0 . 

In addition, cars in the main car 
park were damaged, glass deliber¬ 
ately smashed under wheels, and 
seats ripped out. Some homes near 
the ground were also attacked. 

Ebbsfleet vice chairman Peter 
Varney said: “Significant damage 
was done to the Stonebridge Road 
stadium by so-called Bromley sup¬ 
porters and a number of Ebbsfleet 
supporters and stewards were at¬ 
tacked. There were a number of 
Bromley supporters ejected during 
the match. After the match, cars

owned by local residents were also 
damaged. 

“We have a lot of photgraphic evi¬ 
dence and will be working with 
Bromley FC and the police to ensure 


these thugs are dealt with through 
the courts.” 

Ashley Reading, co-chairman of 
Bromley, added: “We totally con¬ 
demn the unacceptable behaviour 
of the perpertrators of the reported 
incidents before, during and after 
the game. We will fully support 
Ebbsfleet United and the local police 
in every way we can. 

“We do not and will not tolerate 
any behaviour of this kind. We will 
also be carrying out our own inves¬ 
tigation.” 

Meanwhile, a charity donation page 
has been set up to help fund the repair 
bills for the damaged caused to cars 
and property by those living nearby. 

Football Exclusives, a non-league 
media outlet, have set up a JustGiv- 
ing page. 

Founder Mike Bandry said: “As 
non-league football fans ourselves, 
we know that mindless acts of van¬ 
dalism are very rare and that every 
non-league football club harbours a 
unique selfless community.”

Celine Dion 
fan fined for 
blaring music 

A NOISY neighbour who blasted out 
Celine Dion songs has been fined and 
had thousands of pounds worth of 
equipment removed. 

Gareth Davies, 48, of Hone Street, 
Strood, was found guilty of seven 
breaches of a noise abatement notice 
when he appeared before Dartford 
Magistrates’ Court. 

Davies first had equipment seized in 
March 2014 after he was heard playing 
music, including Celine Dion’s Titanic 
hit, My Heart Will Go On. 

It was returned but in June 2014 
music was blaring from Davies’ home 
including Celine Dion again and other 
tracks from Madness, The Cure, The 
Smiths, James Brown and some classical 
numbers. 

Technology worth around £3,000 
was seized including Sony PlayStations, 
three flat screen TVs, Apple MacBook 
Air, 5 Bose speakers, a Bose power 
speaker system, a Bose control console, 
an Apple iPod touch and Bose docking 
station, a Sony DVD player and Sony 
Soundbar. 

Magistrates ordered the equipment be 
forfeited. 

Davies was fined £50 on each of the 
charges and ordered to pay £500 costs. 
In total he will have to pay back £870. 


Eurostar's fast fresh 
trains set for service 

BRAND new state-of-the-art high-speed trains 
will soon be seen flying through the Kent country¬ 
side after Eurostar confirmed they will be coming 
into service by the end of the year. 

The e320 trains will be able to boost capacity 
per train by 20 per cent and be capable of hitting 
speeds of up to 200mph. 

It comes as German firm Deutsche Bahn 
continues to push ahead with plans to operate a 
rival high-speed continental service with a route 
from Berlin to London. That is expected to begin 
at some point next year. 

Eurostar, which runs services from St Pancras, 
via Ebbsfleet and Ashford to Paris and Brussels, 
also confirmed passenger numbers were up 
three per cent last year, with 10.4m using the 
service in 2014. 

Bosses put the increase down to a rise in 
business confidence in the UK prompting more 
business trips. More than 150m people have used 
the service since it started in 1994. 


Coxon rejoins Blur for 
latest comeback gig 

BLUR’s Graham Coxon has reunited with the band as 
they made a surprise announcement this week of a 
new album and major open-air concert this summer. 

The Britpop band - best remembered for their 
big-selling Parklife album - confirmed they would 
play at Hyde Park in June and release their first 
album, The Magic Whip, in 12 years. 

But Mr Coxon, who lives in a farmhouse near 
Canterbury, played only a minor role in 2003's Think 
Tank album. Therefore, the new album, released at 
the end of April, will be the first with the full original 
band line-up for 16 years. 

Since quittingthe band, he has enjoyed a busy solo 
career, releasing a host of critically well -received albums. 

Mr Coxon has performed a number of festival 
shows in the county during his solo career - playing at 
Canterbury’s Lounge on the Farm and the Paddock 
Wood Hop Farm Festival. 

Blur, who played at Margate’s Winter Gardens in 
2012 during a tour of small venues, play Hyde Park on 
June 20. 


Cruel animal fighting 
cases are on the rise 

ORGANISED animal fighting figures are on the rise, 
according to the RSPCA, with Kent in the top five 
counties in England when it comes to the number of 
incidents. 

There was a total of594 calls to the charity in 2014 to 
report incidents or information connected to 
organised animal fighting, compared to 449 in 2010 - 
an increase of nearly 33 per cent. 

Kent had 26 calls - putting it behind only the West 
Midlands (48), Greater London (36), Greater 
Manchester (35) and Lancashire (27). 

Chief inspector Ian Briggs, from the RSPCA’s 
special operations unit, said: ‘ ‘People look at me with 
amazement when I tell them about some of the things 
I’ve seen and heard of when it comes to dogfighting 
and cockfighting. Some people simply can’t believe it 
still happens, but it does and these new figures show 
that it is as much a problem now, if not more, than any 
other point in recent years.

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Getting ready for blast off 
on a one-way trip to Mars 


Alison Rigby is one of 100 worldwide to 
be on a shortlist to help colonise planet 


A SCHOOL laboratory 

technician has been 
named on the shortlist 
for a bizarre one-way 
trip to Mars in a bid to 
colonise the planet and be part of the 
most ambitious reality TV show yet. 

Alison Rigby, 35, from Beckenham, 
was one of 200,000 people from 
around the world who put their name 
forward to be part of the Mars One 
project. 

The brainchild of Dutch business¬ 
man Bas Landsdorp, it hopes to raise 
an estimated £6billion ahead of its 
launch within the next 10 years. 

Its aim is to establish a permanent 
human settlement on the Red Planet. 

It intends to send crews of four into 
space every two years - the first in 
2024. The journey time alone will 
take around eight months. 

However, because it will be impos¬ 
sible to blast off once they land on the 
planet’s surface, there is no chance of 
returning. 

Money will be raised over the com¬ 
ing years, with a key deal being sell¬ 
ing TV rights. 


And if Star Trek fan Dr Rigby 
makes the final cut, she says she is 
prepared to make the sacrifice of nev¬ 
er seeing friends, family, or her boy¬ 
friend, again. 

She said: “I say we are all going to 
die, but it’s important what you do be¬ 
fore you die inspires.” 

She told KoS her boyfriend Casper 
Froberg is happy for her, adding: “He 
is very proud of me and very support¬ 
ive. He thinks it is a magical opportu¬ 
nity. 

“He does understand there is an in¬ 
evitability about it.” 

Having signed up in 2013, the 
chemistry expert said: “I am a science 
geek. There are only two barriers to 
this flight not actually happening. 
One is financial and is technological 
- if we can surmount those, there is 
nothing stopping it. The will is be¬ 
hind it. 

“What is being planned sounds like 
it is beyond comprehension - it’s a bit 
like Scott’s expedition to the Antarc¬ 
tic, when he was overwhelmed with 
men despite the dangers. 

“People still want to test them¬ 



selves today and this is the perfect ex¬ 
ample with over 200,000 putting 
their names down.” 

Now shortlisted and ready for the 
next round of selection, she said: “I 
have always been interested in sci¬ 
ence as I have an insatiable curiosity 
about the world around me which I 
can begin to understand through the 
sciences. I am working as a science 
laboratory technician and I love what 
I do. I especially like preparing A-Lev- 


el experiments for the students. 

She works at the Sedgehill School 
in Lewisham. 

She adds: “My family is very close- 
knit and supportive, but they are still 
worried about the prospect of me go¬ 
ing to Mars. 

“I can understand their concerns; 
as time passes I realise more and 
more how deeply they feel for me and 
I for them. It’s going to be difficult for 
my mum Bernadette and my three 


brothers. However as a potential rep¬ 
resentative of humanity on Mars I 
feel I have a responsibility to far more 
people. 

“I believe the Mars One project and 
indeed every endeavour that will con¬ 
tribute to humanity becoming a 
space-faring, multiplanet species is of 
vital importance to the long term sur¬ 
vival of our species. That is why I am 
so happy to educate and inform peo¬ 
ple about the mission.”

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With dwindling natural resources 
here on Earth, and growing concerns 
over rising populations, Dr Rigby said 
she thinks it is time for humans to 
start living somewhere else, and be¬ 
lieves she has skills to make that hap¬ 
pen. 

She said: “I am so proud to have 
been selected for round three of Mars 
One.” 

That will be when this shortlist of 
100 will be whittled down to just 24. 


Currently there are just five British 
people on the 100-strong shortlist. 

She told CNN: “I have always been 
interested in space; I grew up in the 
80s watching shuttle launches, but 
always used to think that space travel 
was just for the Americans. When the 
opportunity came up I had to put my 
name forward.” 

However, the mission is by no 
means a guarantee. 

A raft of experts around the world 


have examined the project and con¬ 
cluded the entire mission is fraught 
with danger. 

Even if the mission to reach the 
planet is successful, being able to sur¬ 
vive on a plant without an atmos¬ 
phere and with high radiation levels, 
let along to start a colony there and 
produce suitable levels of food, will be 
extremely difficult. 

Unmanned test flights are sched¬ 
uled to begin as early as 2018.

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Rocky road for Ukip as media 
assaults deflect defection boost 


A Channel 4 drama depicting a Ukip victory in the general election and the broadcast tonight of BBC 
documentary with racist remarks, overshadowed decision by local Labour’s Harriet Yeo to quit party 


A HIGH-profile resigna¬ 
tion, riots, midnight 
raids and Nigel Farage 
as prime minister ... it’s 
been quite a week for 


Ukip. 

Some of the above may not have 
happened outside a Channel 4 dra¬ 
ma, but the party’s hogging of the po¬ 
litical limelight shows no signs of 
slowing. 

Just that where once all the head¬ 
lines were of Ukip being a breath of 
fresh air, there is a growing sense 
that the party’s appeal is turning a 
little stale. 

A somewhat sensationalist drama on 
Channel 4 last Monday painted a vision 
of an imminent future where Wester- 
ham’s Nigel Farage became prime min¬ 
ister. It was no rose-tinted view. 

And then tonight (Sunday) a BBC 
documentary will be aired examin¬ 
ing the Ukip campaign team in South 
Thanet - where Mr Farage will be 
seeking a seat at Westminster. Short¬ 
ly after it was filmed, one Ukip activist 
had to be expelled from the party af¬ 
ter she made racist remarks. 

The only slight positive for the par¬ 
ty was news that the former leader of 
the Labour group on Ashford Bor¬ 
ough Council was quitting the party. 
Only Ukip couldn’t really make great 
political capital as she opted not to 
ditch her Labour membership to join 
Mr Farage’s party, saying merely that 
she would ‘support Ukip’ in May. 

Harriet Yeo’s departure from La¬ 
bour will have come as no surprise to 
any of those in the group. It had long 
been expected she would defect to 
Ukip in the months prior to the gen¬ 
eral election. 

Her daughter, Angharad, also quit 
Labour to run, albeit unsuccessfully, 
for Ukip in the Kent County Council 
elections in 2013. 

She welcomed news of her mother’s 
departure by tweeting: “Pleased that 
mummsy will be supporting Ukip in 
2015 election.” 

Ms Yeo, a former chairwoman of 
Labour’s National Executive Commit¬ 
tee and ex-leader of the TSSA trade 
union, had been a Labour member for 
three decades. 

She ran for the party in the Police 
and Crime Commissioner elections in 
2012 - picking up just 11 per cent of 
the vote and coming a distant third 
behind the Conservative candidate 
Craig Mackinlay and eventual win¬ 
ner Ann Barnes. 

Speaking to KoS this week, she said 
she was leaving Labour over the par¬ 
ty’s position on Europe - and that the 
seeds of her departure had been sown 
as far back as the Kent PCC elections. 

“I went across the whole county 
knocking on doors and talking to 
people about how they were being af¬ 
fected by things,” Ms Yeo said. 

“But I have only been thinking 
about it seriously for the past two or 
three months. 

“People want a say on whether

they are in or out of Europe. They 
want to make a democratic decision 
on the future of the country. 

“Labour won’t talk about it, and I 
think the Tories are fudging it, but 
the people I speak to in this area want 
a referendum and it is something that 
could hold Labour back.” 

“Although Nigel Farage is ex-public 
school, he talks the same language as 
people on the doorstep. He isn’t a san¬ 
itised, identikit politician. 

“Ukip have the courage of their 
convictions. They speak about what’s 
important to them. Politicians both 
blue and red have lost their passion 
for politics. It’s just about beating the 
other party.” 

So how did she feel swapping her 
red colours for purple? “It felt uncom¬ 
fortable and scary,” Ms Yeo said. 

“Some people have been quite vile, 
which I fully expected, although I 
have been pleasantly surprised by 
people I thought were acquaintances 
who turned out to be friends. 

“It is not my intention at the mo¬ 
ment to join another party, but I 
wouldn’t rule it out in the future.” 

It was widely reported, although La¬ 
bour did not confirm, that Ms Yeo was 
removed from her position as Labour 
group leader on Ashford council last 
week amid claims of not attending 
meetings or dealing with casework. 
She was also deselected as a local elec¬ 
tion candidate. 

She will serve as an Independent 
councillor. 

“I got the letter about being deselect¬ 
ed on Wednesday afternoon. I had 
heard about it from the press,” she said. 

“I heard about my removal as lead¬ 
er from another councillor. The rule 
book was thrown away. There was no 
meeting with me and no forms were 
signed; the paperwork needed to have 
a change of leader arrived about six 
days after they had announced it to 
the council. 

“I had decided not to join Ukip, but 
because Labour had behaved so bad¬ 
ly, I decided I couldn’t be a part of the 
organisation anymore. I can’t go out 


canvassing as I have had three major 
operations in four years and I physi¬ 
cally can’t do it. 

“There were a couple of cases that 
seemed to have slipped through when 
I had my last operation, but over four 
years we are talking two or three.” 

Ukip leader Nigel Farage said he 


was “delighted” that Ms Yeo had 
pledged her support. 

“We have been making big inroads 
into the Labour vote in Kent, but 
whenever I say that I am greeted with 
a degree of skepticism,” he said. 

“I have been talking to Harriet for 
months. The Labour Party has been a 


huge part of her life and it has been a 
very big decision for her.” 

A Labour Party spokesman said: 
“The vast majority of the party are 
united behind our position on Eu¬ 
rope, believing Britain’s best interests 
are served by staying in a reformed 
EU.” 


CONTROVERSIAL DOCUMENTARY AIRS TONIGHT 


AFTER benefitting from plenty of 
good publicity in recent years, it 
was perhaps only a matter of time 
before the worm turned. 

So Channel 4’s drama on 
Monday night - Ukip: The First 
100 Days - proved quite a bite. 

It imagined what could happen if 
Ukip won the general election and 
Nigel Farage was prime minister. 
After the final credits started 
rolling, so did the complaints. 

More than 1,000 lodged com¬ 
plaints to media watchdog Ofcom 
and broadcaster Channel 4. 

They complained about depic¬ 
tions of night raids on suspected il¬ 
legal immigrants and as opponents 
of Ukip and right-wing groups 
clashed in the street. It even sug¬ 
gested the smoking ban in pubs 
would be lifted. 

Ofcom says it is now examining 
the complaints before deciding 
whether to take any action. 

Despite his propensity for seeing 
the funny side of most things, Nigel 
Farage was not amused. 

“Look at the number of com¬ 
plaints,” he said. “A lot of people are 
outraged that Ukip voters are being 
characterised in this way - it is utter 
nonsense. 

“Although getting rid of the smok¬ 
ing ban would be rather fun.” 

Even Mr Farage’s rival at the gen¬ 
eral election, South Thanet Con¬ 
servative candidate Craig Mackin¬ 
lay, described it as “a bit flimsy”. 

He said: “It was a bit of an odd 


choice of programme. I think there 
was a lot more about Ukip they 
could have focused on, which would 
have been better for the public. For 
example, there are so many holes in 
their manifesto which I don’t think 
they are going to plug.” 

But Vince Maple, Labour leader 
on Medway Council, said the pro¬ 
gramme “posed some interesting 
questions about the divisive nature 
of Ukip’s policies”. 

A second programme about the 
party, a documentary entitled Meet 
the Ukippers, which focuses on ac¬ 
tivists in Thanet, will air on BBC2 
tonight (Sunday) at 10pm. 

This is the programme for which 
councillor Rozanne Duncan was be¬ 
ing filmed when she said something 
which caused her to be immediately 
expelled from the party. 

The BBC has never confirmed 
what her comments, which may or 
may not appear in the programme, 
were but they have been described 
as “iaw-drooDinalv racist”. 


Mrs Duncan is not appealing 
against her expulsion, but she says 
she is upset at the way she has been 
treated. 

In a letter to Ukip chairman Steve 
Crowther she wrote: “I’ve been ex¬ 
pelled from Ukip without being of¬ 
fered the courtesy of a right to reply 
via a disciplinary hearing. I’m in¬ 
censed. 

“In no way was it my intention to 
cause offence, but everyone has their 
own lines and people draw them in 
different places. Other members of 
Ukip are on record as having made 
the most racial and insulting re¬ 
marks, yet although they may or 
may not have been disciplined, they 
haven’t been expelled, so I’d be inter¬ 
ested to know what your hidden 
agenda is in expelling me.” 

Mr Farage said: “I haven’t seen 
the programme, but I’m aware that 
often people don’t come out in their 
best light.” 
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Battle of Lodge Hill flaps up to 
Westminster for final approval 

Campaigners have billed it as a fight between nature and development, but are new homes essential to 
ease a 20,000 strong housing waiting list? Sarah Linney examines the controversial Lodge Hill plans 


I T IS the biggest planning appli¬ 
cation anyone can recall com¬ 
ing before Medway Council, 
and it is certainly one of the 
most controversial. 

The proposed development of 
5,000 homes at Lodge Hill, a brown 
and greenfield site centred on the for¬ 
mer Army base at Chattenden, has 
split the electorate down the middle. 
Everyone has an opinion. It’s either a 
terrible, wanton destruction of beau¬ 
tiful countryside and vital wildlife 
habitats - or a desperately-needed so¬ 
lution to Medway’s housing crisis. 

What’s more, it has been rumbling 
on now for years, with a host of high 
profile twists and turns. 

It promises to provide much needed 
homes and deliver the infrastructure 
projects such as schools and other fa¬ 
cilities which, during the construction 
process at least, will create 5,000 jobs. 

Politically, it has broad cross-party 
support through the planning pro¬ 
cess...but with the general election 
looming on the horizon candidates of 
the key parties are taking a different 
stance. 

The fact the land sits in the Roches¬ 
ter and Strood constituency, 
home of Tory defector and now 
Ukip’s one and only Kent MP 
Mark Reckless - means it has be¬ 
come more of a political hot po¬ 
tato than before. 

So just why does it continue to 
make the headlines. 

In 2013, the Government’s Plan¬ 
ning Inspectorate threw out Medway 
Council’s entire housing strategy as a 
consequence of the inclusion of the 
Lodge Hill scheme. 

It pointed, in particular, to the is¬ 
sue of nightingales on the site. 

In dramatic decline, the proposed site 
hosts around one per cent of the total 


population of the English Nightingale. 

The council insists they can be moved, 
wildlife chiefs suggest otherwise. 

Revamped plans found themselves 
once again put before the unitary au¬ 
thority last September - and a plan¬ 
ning application approved, despite 
hundreds of letters of objection. 

Unsurprisingly, given its previous 
rejection, it has been called in to be 
re-examined by Secretary of State for 
Communities and Local Government 
Eric Pickles. A self-confessed birdwa- 
ter, at the heart of the argument will 
be the protection afforded to a site 
classified as a Site of Special Scientific 
Interest (SSSI). 

This means that the land is protect¬ 
ed because of its biological or geo¬ 
graphical significance.

Development on SSSIs is not normal¬ 
ly allowed and their protection is sup¬ 
posed to be enshrined in council policy. 

Grass snakes, adders, slowworms, 
bats and badgers are found on the 
part-woodland, part-grassland site. 

Hence the objections to the develop¬ 
ment from, among others, the RSPB, 
the Woodland Trust, Kent Wildlife 
Trust, Butterfly Conservation, Buglife 
International and the Dickens Coun¬ 
tryside Protection Society. 


Explains Rolf Williams from the 
RSPB: “If Lodge Hill goes ahead, it 
says the government’s own planning 
policy doesn’t have any teeth. 

“It would set a precedent, and other 
SSSIs might be open to threats. You 
can’t argue for the destruction of an 
SSSI without first demonstrating that 
it can’t be avoided, and the council 
has failed to do that. 

“They’ve never satisfied anyone 
other than themselves over this, 
which is why the inspector threw out 
their core strategy.” 

But what about these nightingales? 

Says Mr Williams: “It’s really diffi¬ 
cult to get the conditions right for 
nightingales to breed. 

“If it was easy, the RSPB would 
have done it already. We wouldn’t 
have lost nine out of ten nightingales 
in my lifetime. 

“How it is that Medway Council 
feels they know more about the sci¬ 
ence of Lodge Hill than all the other 
NGOs [non-government organisa¬ 
tions] , I don’t know.” 

With some 20,000 people on Med¬ 
way’s housing waiting list, the de¬ 
mand for housing is clearly enor¬ 
mous. Medway Council is convinced 
Lodge Hill will go a long way to eas¬ 
ing that. 

Clive Gregory, the Green Party’s 
prospective parliamentary candidate 
for Rochester and Strood, however, 
points out, if you can’t afford a house, 
then you can’t afford a house, no 
matter how many of them there are. 

“All that’s going to happen is that 
more people will move into Medway - 
probably people from London, who 
are the only ones who can afford this 
stuff,” he said. 

“They are not looking at the sort of 
people who really need help. People in 
sub-standard accommodation are 


not going to get any help from this at 
all. There will be the same quantity of 
needy people. 

“The council’s concept of afford¬ 
able is not what most people would 
consider affordable. Most people can’t 
afford to get a £150,000 mortgage. 

“There is no way of corroborating 
the 20,000 figure or knowing who 
came up with it. All this is is a money¬ 
making exercise for Land Securities.” 

Land Securities is the owner of the 
land and behind the project. 

Adds Mr Gregory: “The SSSI sys¬ 
tem is there to protect the land for fu¬ 
ture generations. The idea the night¬ 
ingales can be given little kit bags and 
passports to go to Essex is ludicrous. 

The scheme had cross-party sup¬ 
port on the planning committee - but 
although the council which is push¬ 
ing it forward is Conservative-run, 
the Tory general election candidate 
for Rochester and Strood, Kelly Tol- 
hurst, is opposed to the development. 

She says people in the area were 
not only concerned about building on 
an SSSI, but about the strain 5,000 
homes could put on health, education 
and transport in Medway - especially 
if facilities promised at the start did 
not materialise. 

“A new housing development should 
not impact on the people already living 
there - who are already experiencing 
pressures and are very concerned 
about the future delivery of the infra¬ 
structure,” Miss Tolhurst said. 

“We have people who are strug¬ 
gling to see their GP, or are looking 
for school places on the Hoo penin¬ 
sula - and I don’t believe the changes 
to the roads go far enough for a devel¬ 
opment of that size. Look at the pres¬ 
sures Medway Hospital is under - a 
5,000-home development could 
mean 25,000 more people using the 


hospital. 

“Lodge Hill could take 15 years to 
build, and what gets agreed now may 
be very different in 15 years’ time - 
you see developers going back to 
planning committees to change the 
plans that were originally agreed. 

“We all understand the need to 
build more houses, but they should be 
spread across Medway.” 

Ukip MP Mark Reckless agreed. 
“There are much better areas to build 
houses than on a bird sanctuary - like 
Rochester riverside, Strood riverside, 
and the old Fintrade site,” he said. 

“Sites which have been classified 
for business but in which there is no 
business interest could be used for 
housing instead.” 

However, Labour prospective par¬ 
liamentary candidate Naushabah 
Khan is in favour of the development. 
She insists to reject the plans will sim¬ 
ply create other problems elsewhere. 

She says: “We have serious issues in 
Medway. The housing waiting list is 
not something we can shy away from. 

“And if we don’t build at Lodge Hill, 
where are we going to put those 
houses? We will end up with piece¬ 
meal developments and no infra¬ 
structure. 

“There isn’t a magic solution. It’s so 
difficult, and so expensive, to get onto 
the housing ladder. I don’t own a 
house. 

“This was an Army-owned site. It 
had tanks on it. It is 80 per cent 
brownfield and there are around 750 
acres of land for the nightingales to 
move to.”

“I THE UK AND 700 
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JOURNEY: Tempers continue to fray over transportation of live animals from Kent’s ports 

Sailing into the 
stormy waters 
of live exports 


It is the controversy which will simply not go 
away. Maria Chiorando heads to Ramsgate to 
watch the animal trucks clash with protestors 


T IS morning at the entrance to Ram¬ 
sgate Port. 

The air is chilly. 

Some five trucks are stationary, wait¬ 
ing to enter the complex. From inside 
hundreds of pairs of eyes peer out into the 
morning sun. The eerie sound of bleating 
sheep fills the air. 

Ahead of the lorries are protestors sitting in 
the middle of the road. The lorry drivers sit in 
their cabins. Stoney-faced. 

The protestors shout, their voices mingling 
with the animals’. 

Welcome to the world of live animal exports 
- a trade which, as the stand-off on a Thanet 
street neatly demonstrates, is one which di¬ 
vides opinion. More often than not, that opin¬ 


ion is set firmly against it. 

The protestors don’t necessarily oppose 
British meat being shipped abroad. What they 
do object to is animals being forced into 
cramped conditions and put on long cross- 
Channel boat journeys to the Continent. 
Their welfare, they claim, is being ignored for 
commercial gain. 

Rather the animals travel on the hook - in 
other words slaughtered here - than by hoof. 

It’s hard not to see their point. Yet under EU 
law, live export is a legitimate trade and one 
which many farmers rely on for their liveli¬ 
hoods. 

Frank Langrish is a spokesman for the Na¬ 
tional Farmers’ Union and is a large-scale 
livestock farmer and transporter. He explains: 
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A BRIEF HISTORY OF EXPORTS THROUGH 
DOVER AND RAMSGATE PORTS 


“The sheep have a higher value in 
Europe than here, and a much high¬ 
er value if they are fattened and 
slaughtered in those countries, be¬ 
cause the quality of these animals is 
higher. 

“The French flock has been reduc¬ 
ing over the last few years, so we can 
supply that market. 

“And we might as well say it - there 
is a high demand for halal meat in 
Europe.” 

Halal meat sees an animal hung 
and its throat slit in accordance to Is¬ 
lamic tradition. Controversially, the 
animal should not be stunned. 

An RSPCA survey last year sug¬ 
gested seven out of 10 Brits said ani¬ 
mals should be slaughtered in their 
country of origin. 

It is also a red-hot political potato 
which Kent has found itself at the 
heart of. The local authorities and 
politicians have made it clear they 
don’t want Ramsgate to host the 
shipments. And when it moved to Do¬ 
ver, it received the same ice cold re¬ 
sponse. Yet, as a legitimate trade, 
there is no way to prevent it.

(pitting him against Nigel Farage 
amongst others) is no stranger to a 
bit of rabble rousing. But he is ada¬ 
mant this trade is one which has to 
be stopped on ethical and moral 
grounds. 

“The trade is an abomination,” he 
says. “I find it incredible to believe 
that in the 21st century we still allow 
legally a cruel, barbaric, medieval 
trade that should have been banned 
hundreds of years ago. It’s got to be 
stopped. 

“I defy anybody to come down 


here, to see these lorries, to see the 
animals crushed together for hours, 
in their own urine, in their faeces - to 
smell that, to see that, to listen to the 
animals and say it’s not cruel. 

“The inspectors who are meant to 
check these animals are not doing a 
proper job. Animals that are not fit to 
travel are travelling.” 

The inspectors he refers to are gov¬ 
ernment employees, who have an ob¬ 
ligation to check one in three of the 
animals, then make a decision as to 


whether they are fit to travel. 

Standing by the wire fence of the 
port, you are afforded a clear view to 
where the trucks are parked before 
being loaded. The inspectors ap¬ 
peared, from what I could see, to 
spend just a few moments peering 
through the slats in the wagons at 
the 800 or so sheep before they were 
waved on to the boat. Perhaps fur¬ 
ther checks were carried out - but it is 
this apparent disregard, in front of 
the protestors, which causes tempers 


Neither Thanet District Council 
nor the Dover Harbour Board 
want the trade operating out of 
their ports, but according to the 
1847 Docks and Piers Clauses Act, 
all ports must allow the free trade 
of goods - and this includes 
livestock. 

■ Under European Union free 
trade rules it is illegal to ban the 
export of animals to other EU 
countries, and the government 
have said that to ban the trade, 
either directly or by indirect 
means, would be illegal and 
would undermine the principle of 
the free-movement of goods 
enshrined in the treaty on the 
functioning of the European 
Union. 

■ The animals currently travel out 
of Ramsgate after the Port of 
Dover announced earlier that they 
would be refurbishing the berth 
that the Joline sailed from earlier 


to fray. 

The inspections are one of the laws 
put in place to protect the animals. 
Legislation includes the EU’s Council 
Regulation 1/2005 and the UK’s An¬ 
imal Welfare Act 2006. Having stud¬ 
ied the effectiveness of the legislation, 
the European Commission found 
that it had a beneficial impact on the 
welfare of animals during transport, 
but that standards could be higher. 
Rather than change the law, they felt 
that better enforcement would be 


this year. A spokesman said at the 
time that the work was going to 
take the berth out of commission 
for an unspecified amount of time. 

■ Ferry companies, such as P&O 
have been vocal about not 
wanting to transport livestock, and 
both Thanet District Council (who 
own the port of Ramsgate) and the 
Port of Dover have suffered 
financially as a consequence of 
trying to ban the trade. 

■ The Dover Harbour Board have 
tried to ban exports, but has been 
taken to the High Court, where it 
was seriously criticised - under 
EU, the ports must allow the 
shippers to ply their trade. 

■ TDC enforced a temporary ban 
on exporting livestock, exporters 
challenged the ban, citing loss of 
earning, costing the council 
£80,000 and forcing them to 
re-open the waterways to them. 


more effective. 

Mr Langrish claims these regula¬ 
tions ensure the animals travel in 
some degree of comfort, with access 
to both food and water, and proper 
welfare measures in place. 

“If the laws weren’t adhered to,” he 
says, “there would be prosecutions.” 

In fact, there have been prosecu¬ 
tions: Tomas Lomas, convicted crim¬ 
inal and the owner of Channel Live

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stock, was found guilty of causing 
sheep to be transported in a way like¬ 
ly to cause injury and suffering in 
February last year. 

Lomas was sentenced to six 
months in prison, suspended for two 
years, ordered to pay a £5,000 fine 
and a £15 victim surcharge, and his 
company was ordered to pay £4,000 
and £10,000 costs, after over 40 
sheep had to be euthanized during a 
journey in September 2012. 

One of the most active groups op¬ 
posing the trade is KAALE - Kent Ac¬ 
tion Against Live Exports. Set up by 
Yvonne and Ian Birchall, it has co¬ 
ordinated much of the protest so far 
and closely monitors the trade. 

There are two main reasons the 
group oppose live export - firstly, the 
journeys can be very long, travelling 
by road and sea. It can take a convoy 
up to 74 hours to travel from Ireland 
to Romania, for example. 

The journey from Ramsgate port to 
France takes between four and a half 
and eight and a half hours, on the 
MV Joline, an open deck adapted 
Russian barge, that both pro and anti 
exporters have admitted is ‘unsuita¬ 
ble’. All the major ferry firms, how¬ 
ever, have rejected any bid for them 
to travel on their vessels. 

Secondly, campaigners claim Brit¬ 
ish slaughterhouses are regulated 
more tightly than those abroad, a 
claim that Mr Langrish from the NFU 
denies. “This is absolute rubbish,” he 
says, “unless maybe you’re talking 
about places like Greece and south¬ 
ern Italy. 

“Holland and Belgium have more 
control than we have here, and have 


stopped halal slaughter without pre¬ 
stunning the animals. There are ab¬ 
attoirs in Holland that are like palac¬ 
es.” 

The figures, however, are showing 
a decline. 

“At the peak of the trade [late 
1980s], two and a half million sheep 
were being transported a year from 
Dover, and three quarters of a mil¬ 
lions cows,” says Mr Langrish. “Now 
it’s closer to half a million sheep a 
year.” 


He claims the issue is Europe won’t 
accept live animals as easily as before 
due to the spread of TB. 

Referring to the campaigners he 
says: “They won’t have any of the lit¬ 
tle badgers killed, and it is the badg¬ 
ers that are spreading the disease. 

“There was also an impact after 
the BSE situation, which was total 
nonsense. This means a lot of the 
market has been filled by the Polish 
and eastern Europeans, and I don’t 
see the trade ever reaching the peaks 


it did in its heyday.” 

Ian Burchill from KAALE says his 
group’s direct action will not cease 
until it stops completely. He said: “We 
are making a difference, daily we are 
making a difference - there’s a lot go¬ 
ing on. We’re fed up of it, and I think 
all our local MPs are fed up of it, and I 
think what we must keep on doing 
the things we’re doing, writing let¬ 
ters, pestering them so they get so fed 
up that they finally say enough is 
enough. 


“We are not always treated fairly 
by the police, who do tend to favour 
the exporters because it is trade, and 
trade must get through.” 

A spokesman for Kent Police de¬ 
nied any taking of sides. Explaining: 
“The primary role of Kent Police 
around the activity at the port is to 
facilitate lawful export activity and 
peaceful protest, to prevent and de¬ 
tect crime and disorder and to ensure 
the safety of the public, the protestors 
and the police. 

“We have continued to engage 
with protest groups, the ports, and 
other relevant agencies in our efforts 
to ensure the facilitation of both the 
export activity and the right to 
peacefully protest.” 

Despite this, the force came under 
fire in November when police watch¬ 
dog the IPCC (Independent Police 
Complaints Commission) upheld a 
complaint against Kent Police after 
officers corralled exporters during a 
protest. 

But, barring a complete ban of the 
trade, it is hard to see arguments ever 
reaching a happy compromise. 

Mr Langrish said: “The protestors 
are a bunch of nutters, and many 
would like to see people not kill or eat 
animals at all. They also have no idea 
how to create a viable business.” 

Robert and Jean Bridger from 
Ramsgate have been protesting the 
exports for four years. 

They said: “There is a real mix of 
people down here. For us, it is a wel¬ 
fare issue - we just can’t understand 
how a trade that is so inhumane is al¬ 
lowed to go on. The animals are 
clearly suffering - how can money be 
made more important that the treat¬ 
ment of living creatures?”

Tonbridge turns a 
new political page 


Molly Kersey starts our run down of all Kent constituencies 



F OR decades, Tonbridge and 
Mailing has been a seat 
drenched in blue. 

Conservative MP Sir John 
Stanley has remained in 
place for 41 uninterrupted years. In 
fact, he’s been able to buy his season 
ticket to London year-in, year-out 
without having to ponder on election 
year if he should perhaps switch to a 
monthly. 

It is no mean feat. During his time 
he has experienced the Winter of Dis¬ 
content in the 1970s through to the 
second so-called Summer of Love in 
1988. He is the 11th longest serving 
post-war MP. 

Margaret Thatcher had yet to rise to 
leader and no sooner had he won his 
seat at Westminster, in February 1974, 
he found himself back on the cam¬ 
paign trail after a hung Parliament, 
and no coalition formed, saw the na¬ 
tion recalled to the ballot boxes in the 
October. 

On both occasions, he sat on a com¬ 
fortable majority. He even beat a young 
Jack Straw - who would later become 
Home Secretary under Tony Blair - in 
the February poll. 

Since that first election win, his ma¬ 
jority has rarely slipped below 20 per 
cent. At the 2010 election it was 


an extremely comfortable 35.4. 

But now, at the age of 73, he has de¬ 
cided to step down. 

It is hard to imagine Tonbridge be¬ 
ing anything other than blue by the 
morning of May 8. 

And the man replacing Sir John is 
Tom Tugendhat - a relative spring 
chicken at 41. 

He left the British Army in 2013 af¬ 
ter a career which saw him serve in 
operations in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

Originally from Sellindge, between 
Ashford and Hythe, he is no stranger 
to the county, parachuted in from Tory 
HO. He now lives in Edenbridge. 

But despite running for an en¬ 
trenched Conservative seat, he insists 
victory is no foregone conclusion. 

“I don’t think there’s such a thing as 
a safe seat,” he told KoS. 

“It’s been a safe seat for John Stanley, 
but not anybody else. 

“I have been working incredibly 
hard and will continue to do so. I will 
not be confident until I see the results 


come in.” 

The Tonbridge and Mailing constit¬ 
uency is classic Conservative heart¬ 
land. 

Embracing the likes of Hadlow, 
Kings Hill, West Mailing, Hever, Pen- 
shurst Wrotham and Borough 
Green, it butts on to the Sev- 
enoaks district - one of the 
very few areas in Kent 
where the incumbant MP 
enjoys an even larger ma¬ 
jority than Sir John. 

The question is wheth¬ 
er the approximately 
73.000 registered voters 
will react any differently to 
the young pretender. 

“There are many things

that Sir John and I will do differently,” 
Mr Tungendhat explains, “not least 
because there’s a generational shift. 
Sir John was selected before I was born 
and since then he has had a hell of an 
impressive career in Parliament,” he 
said. 

“I think the things that unite John 
and I very clearly are a very, very 
strong sense of duty which Sir John 
has shown for the last 40 years and 
which I hope I have shown for the last 
10 to 15 years through the armed forc¬ 
es.” 

Certainly there are plenty of key is¬ 
sues for the candidates to discuss on 
the doorstep. 

The flooding which impacted on the 
borough over the Christmas and New 
Year of 2013/14 is still fresh in the 
memory - and the defences to protect 
against it happening again remain 
something of a sore point. 

In addition, there is poor mobile 
phone coverage in key areas. Blend in 
national issues such as NHS privatisa¬ 
tion issues, affordable housing and 
cliamte change, there’s much to sway 
the uncertain voter. 

And that’s before the commuter belt 
town gets onto the thorny issue of the 
trains. 

Adds Mr Tungendhat: “A lot of peo¬ 
ple in the area commute. 

“It affects the very lives of people, it 
affects how quickly they can get home 
and see their families.” 

Yet rising ticket prices and the prob¬ 
lems at London Bridge have made it a 
hot topic. 

Claire Leigh will be standing in the 
constituency for Labour, a distant 
third in the 2010 election. She said: 
“There’s been a 30.5 per cent rise over 
recent years - and this on top of al¬ 
ready very, very high train prices. 

“This is people who are commuting 
up to jobs in London who are suddenly

finding themselves having to pay up¬ 
wards of £1,000 more for a season 
ticket.” 

Green parliamentary candidate 
Howard Porter agrees. 

“The railway privatisation has been 
a complete disaster, it’s a mess. The 
amount people now have got to spend 
on season tickets if they are commut¬ 
ing from our area is phenomenal,” he 
said. 

Closer to home has been the desire to 
see the town centre transformed. 

A £70m regeneration scheme that 
would have seen a major facelift was 
scrapped after Sainsbury’s withdrew 
from the plan. 

It would have been part of a regen¬ 
eration that provided a leisure centre, 
restaurants, a petrol station and a 
multi-screen cinema alongside a flag¬ 
ship supermarket store. 

It was a victim of the change in 
strategy of the big supermarkets - 
away from enormous new stores. 

A more modest proposal has, in¬ 
stead, taken its place. 

“Some £2.6m has been set aside for 
the regeneration of the town centre,” 
says Labour’s Claire Leigh, “but it can’t 
disguise the severe economic and fi¬ 
nancial problems that people in Ton- 
bridge are facing. 

“We can actually see that through 
the high streets currently filling up 
with pound shops, pawn shops and 
pay day loans companies. Debt charity 
Step Change said they saw a 17 per 
cent rise in people coming to them 
with problems last year.” 

Arguably the Tory’s biggest rival

will by Ukip should the party’s rise 
continue. 

Robert Izzard, Ukip’s candidate, 
thinks the town centre money could 
be better spent elsewhere. 

“Given such serious matters, it is 
strange that the authorities can find 
the £2.6m to be spent on narrowing 
Tonbridge High Street plus road clo¬ 
sures, for what seems minimal gain 
and benefit, when the money could be 
used for flood defences. Remember, a 
refurbished high street can also flood, 
what then?” 

The Lib Dems, second last time 
around, are committed to the town 
plans, however. 

Candidate Mary Varrall explained: 
“It’s such a different town centre to 
somewhere like Sevenoaks or even 
Tunbridge Wells. 

“I think if you can get people to be 
proud of their public space then it al¬ 
ways brings improvements. 

“People want to be there and busi¬ 
nesses want to be there. I am optimis¬ 
tic that will go forward and that will 
make a huge difference.” 

Labour’s Claire Leigh adds: “What I 
want to say to people in Tonbridge and 
Mailing is you do have a choice and 
you can make a difference: you can 
change your mind.

thing is now up-for-grabs. 

“When a party thinks a constituen¬ 
cy is a safe seat for them, they can be 
tempted to take it for granted and con¬ 
centrate their efforts on marginal seats 
elsewhere. 

“That is not the way for Tonbridge 
and Mailing to get the best from the 
Conservatives or any party in that po¬ 
sition.”

F OR many years Ashford has 
heralded itself as the ‘best 
placed in Kent’ - a former 
market town perched on key 
transport routes (the M20 
and converging rail lines). 

For even more years, since 1931 in 
fact, it has been a safe Conservative 
seat.

to comprehend. 

“I am always confident,” says the 
former immigration minister and 
former journalist, “but never compla¬ 
cent. We are fighting the election hard 
already, we are talking to people and 
the response is good.” 

So what are the key issues affecting 
the town, and how will this influence 
who people vote for? 

Mr Green said: “I think the key 
things are transport, clearly it’s always 
a big issue in Ashford, and also the

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Spa town’s long term 
rejuvenation revealed 

Plans to create a 'vibrant’ town centre in Tunbridge Wells 
have been unveiled, but concerns over timescales remain

F OR all its beauty and archi¬ 
tectural splendour, Tun¬ 
bridge Wells town centre 
has always been a rather 
splintered affair. 

From the chain stores on the pedes¬ 
trian heart of the town and the modern 
Royal Victoria Place complex, to the 
slope down the hill of Mount Pleasant 
Road to the old High Street and eventu¬ 
ally the Pantiles, its scale and size is 
both an asset and its Achilles’ heel. 

But now a new plan to 'join the dots’ 
has been unveiled by the council in a bid 
to ensure the town’s appeal to visitors 
and the threat of booming out of town 
complexes around it don’t allow its his¬ 
toric retail hub to erode yet further. 

Called the Urban Design Frame¬ 
work, it is the result of extensive con¬ 
sultation within the Conservative- 
run council cabinet. 

It proposes to “provide guidance on 
improving the public realm and spac¬ 
es; enhancing movement and acces¬ 
sibility; and improving the quality of 


development”. 

It may sound modest, but then evo¬ 
lution rather than revolution is most 
definitely the way forward in a town 
with a fiercely protective community. 

For anyone who remembers the fi¬ 
asco of plans to sell off the Town Hall, 
the implications of taking giant steps 
can come at a very high price. 

That saw the then council leader’s 
reputation take such a blow it would 
ultimately see him overthrown by his 
own party. It was, in addition, a mas¬ 
terclass in how not to communicate 
effectively with your residents. 

One major aspect is the creation of 
a town square outside the existing 
Town Hall building in Civic Way and 
Mount Pleasant with grand steps 
linking roads of two levels. 

In addition, there will be pedestri¬ 
an paving on to Monson Road. 

Its completion could see things like 
festivals, fairs, markets and a host of 
other open air events. 

There’s talk too of a plaza in front of 
the Great Hall, opposite the mainline 
railway station. 

The council says this new plan 
aims to improve “the attractiveness of 


Tunbridge Wells town centre and 
supporting improvements to our road 
network. Identifying opportunities to 
protect and enhance the environ¬ 
ment and to promote vitality through 
development opportunities”. 

In a nutshell, that means improve 
linkages between different areas of 
the town centre and to improve the 
look and feel of the streets and public 
areas with a view to ‘promoting well¬ 
being and a sense of peace’. 

It will also promote the town cen¬ 
tre as an attractive and thriving place 
for retail and leisure, including the 
night-time economy, and promote 
the regeneration of vacant, derelict 
and run-down sites. 

Like most other towns in the coun¬ 
ty, it has suffered in recent years. 

The authority is also keen to pro¬ 
mote and improve access to the 
town’s cultural, tourism and amenity 
attractions. 

But a major slice of the intricate blue¬ 
print is to reduce traffic congestion in 
the town centre and beyond and to en¬ 
courage alternative modes of trans¬ 
port, like using buses, bikes or walking. 

Certainly anyone who ever finds 



themselves having to negotiate the 
town centre by car will find the 
thought of ‘wellbeing and a sense of 
peace’ a rather foreign concept. 

Opposition leader David Neve, of 
the Liberal Democrats, said: “I sup¬ 
port this framework, but there is no 
point in making the centre attractive 
if the roads are not able to cope with 
the traffic. A park and ride service has 
been talked about for 15 years now, 
but nothing has happened. That 
would take a lot of traffic off the roads 
coming in and out of the town, and 
could be paid for by putting up park¬ 


ing prices.” 

Once all the components are 
merged, it is hoped a vibrant new 
easy-access spine to the town will be 
created, encouraging visitors to move 
around all sections, rather than stay 
in one. Public consultation should be¬ 
gin as early as next month. 

Officials are now examining the 
many funding possibilities available, 
such as so-called Section 106 agree¬ 
ments. These are built into contracts 
with developers where, in exchange 
for work they carry out for commer¬ 
cial gain, they will contribute to the

town infrastructure. 

A council spokesman explained: 
“The aim of this framework is to set 
out the attributes of the town and to 
provide a wider long term perspective 
of where the town wants to be. 

“We are confident this framework 
will give all parties guidance to work 
towards a town that is attractive, vi¬ 
brant and viable.” 

Alastair Tod is chairman of the 
Tunbridge Wells Town Forum. Cre¬ 
ated in 2005 as a partnership be¬ 
tween resident representatives and 
ward councillors to address local is¬ 


sues, he gives it a cautious thumbs up. 

He said: “The framework is very 
good and very welcome. 

“It takes a tremendously long view 
because the council has very little 
money to invest in this kind of thing. 

“So, basically, they have set out a 
programme for work throughout the 
centre of town, and now have to wait 
for developers to come forward with 
schemes and then attach bits of the 
council’s programme to the develop¬ 
ment of nearby sites. 

“But basically it’s waiting for devel¬ 
opers.”

CINEMA SITE.. .DEMOLISHED BUT STILL THOKN IN THE SIDE 


THE saga of the Tunbridge Wells 
cinema site took a giant stride 
forward last year...but a resolve 
appears a long way off.

Yet there are no immedi¬ 
ate apparent plans to do anything 
with the site, amid prolonged 
discussions with potential new 
buyers - thought to include a hotel 
or supermarket chain. 

The site remains surrounded by 
hoardings. 

Pressure has grown on the 
council to issue a Compulsory 


Purchase Order - exercising a 
power it has to buy certain sites for 
the good of the community. 
However, the use of public money 
would come at a high risk for a 
commercial site. The key danger 
being the authority spends tens of 
millions to acquire the site only to 
find itself unable to sell it too. 

The saga, as all good movie 
franchises say, continues.

N THE vast universe which 
stretches into the void, it seems 
rather unlikely that we are the 
one and only form of intelligent 
life. 

For many, however, proof of the ex- 
istance of an extra-terrestrial is not in 
question. Because not only do they be¬ 
lieve they exist...but that they’ve fre¬ 
quently made visits to Earth. 

And while the US seems to claim the 
really dramatic incidents, this corner 
of England has, should you believe it, 
seen more than its fair share of visitors 
too (no doubt keen to see the Garden of 
England and enjoy a pint of Shepherd 
Neame before the long flight back to 
wherever it is they come from). 

So in the name of science, we 
thought it worthy of bringing together 
ten of the most memorable sightings of 
unidentified flying objects in recent 
months...or, to you and me, UFOs. 

Where? CHATHAM 

When? January 6, 2012 

Two mysterious floating objects were 
captured on film(left) by an unsuspect¬ 
ing snapper as they drifted over 
Chatham. The strange orbs, or very 
similar ones, were later sighted in Essex. 

The first image was captured by Er- 
nestas Griksas, 21, who was taking a 
picture of a cherry-picker outside his 
home in Chatham at around 1pm. He 
didn’t notice the bizarre apparition 
until afterwards, when looking at the 
pictures. 

Speaking at the time, Mr Griksas 
said: “There are two white discs I can’t 
explain. I’m nowhere near a flight- 
path. One is slightly fainter as if it is 
further away or going at a different 
speed.” 

Nick Pope used to run the British 
Government’s UFO Project and is now 
recognised as one of the world’s lead¬ 
ing experts on the subject. 

He told our website, kentnews.co. 
uk, at the time: “Assuming the photos 
are genuine, they’re very interesting, 
although with one photo, nothing 
unusual was seen at the time, which 
raises the possibility that this was 
caused by a fault with the camera. 

“We could be dealing with some 
sort of atmospheric plasma phenome¬ 
non, or some other rare meteorologi¬ 
cal effect. Other possibilities include a 
secret prototype aircraft or drone, 
though I wouldn’t expect to see them 
in these sorts of locations. 

“It’s difficult to say.” 

Where? ASHFORD 

When? October 10, 2013 

An eyewitness identifying himself 


solely as Nigel gave a detailed state¬ 
ment on a UFO Facebook page about 
his sighting in Tenterden: “We were 
sitting in the garden, sky was perfectly 
blue without cloud. I heard a jet flying 
over, looked up and noticed an Easyjet. 
However, approximately 2-3,000ft di¬ 
rectly above the jet, there was a com¬ 
pletely stationery bright silver object 
that was metallic in appearance, cyl¬ 
inder shape and other features. 

“Aproximately every 15 seconds it 
would appear to pulse briefly, giving 
the appearance of vanishing, it would 
then re-appear in exactly the same po¬ 
sition, slightly black briefly before re¬ 
gaining the silver tube appearance. 

“It was high and I remember think¬ 
ing surely the jet would have identified 
another object with radar. 

“We watched it for around six min¬ 
utes when it suddenly completely van¬ 
ished, no sound and lights of any form. 

“I know my planes extremely well, 
but this for me was stunning sighting 
on the off chance of looking up and 
clear skies. It was too high to try and 
record with my mobile phone. Loca¬ 
tion wise, it was approximately above 
Ashford south.” 

Where? TENTERDEN 

When? February 8, 2013 

An unidentified flying object was spot¬ 
ted in the skies over Ashford during 
‘daylight hours’ according to an eye 
witness who was driving along the 


A2070. 

The UK UFO sightings website re¬ 
ceived a witness statement from Mar¬ 
tin Davey who says he was a passen¬ 
ger in a car when he spotted what he 
described as ‘the strangest object ever’. 

In his post on the website he said he 
saw the UFO heading towards Tenter¬ 
den just after 1pm, saying: “I saw the 
strangest object ever very low to the 
ground floating or gliding away from 
the A2070 towards Tenterden direc¬ 
tion. 

“It was huge and how something 
that size flies is a mystery. It looked like 
an upside-down sharp-edged metal 
flower.” 

“It was like a dark tin foil colour and 
smooth with a line of dots along the 
base of the bottom of the top bud. 

“I watched for maybe a minute in 
utter disbelief at what I was looking at 
as it was nothing like I’ve seen before.” 

Mr Davey described how the uni¬ 
dentified object went out of view as he 
passed some bushes and then disap¬ 
peared. 

Where? DARTFORD 

When? Summer, 1998 

Irene Brennan gave an account of a 
bizarre light she saw drifting in the 
sky around Dartford. “I was driving 
down to Maidstone from Suffolk in the 
evening and somewhere on the road 
after the Dartford tunnel I noticed a 
bright light in the sky that seemed to 
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UFO FACTS 


The term ‘UFO’ was not coined un¬ 
til 1953, by the United States Air 
Force, as a catch-all phrase for all 
for objects in airspace that could 
not immediately be identified. 

According to the authority, a 
UFO is “any airborne object which 
by performance, aerodynamic 
characteristics, or unusual fea¬ 
tures, does not conform to any pres¬ 
ently known aircraft or missile 
type, or which cannot be positively 


identified as a familiar object”. Be¬ 
fore this, UFOs were often described 
as ‘flying saucers’ or ‘flying ‘discs’. 

Studies have concluded that most 
UFO observations are misidentified 
conventional objects or natural 
phenomena—most commonly air¬ 
craft, balloons, types of clouds, or 
astronomical objects such as mete¬ 
ors or bright planets - not to men¬ 
tion the small percentage being 
hoaxes. 


Between five and 20 per cent of 
reported sightings are not ex¬ 
plained, and therefore can be classi¬ 
fied as unidentified in the strictest 
sense. Despite various studies con¬ 
cluding that these flying objects 
don’t pose any threats to national 
security, or merit further scientific 
study, interest remains strong. 

We are, it seems, constantly fas¬ 
cinated by what might be out 
there... 


be staying in the same place all the time,” she 
said. 

“It stayed in the same position for quite a 
long while as I drove down the motorway and 
I approached it and literally drove underneath 
whatever it was. 

“It was triangular shaped with lights at 
each corner and as I looked up I could see that 
the underside of the object was divided into 
sections. 

“I wondered if it could have been a Harrier 
or the “invisible” Stealth bomber or some¬ 
thing but I didn’t see any wheels hanging 
down, just the lights at the corner of the trian¬ 
gle.” 

Where? TONBRIDGE 
When? June 5, 2008 
LOCATION: Tonbridge 

Every year, the Ministry of Defence receives 
details of UFO sightings. And in documents 
released in 2009, it revealed defence officials 
had examined a report of a UFO over Ton- 
bridge the previous June. 

The Tonbridge sighting took place on June 5 
at approximately 12.55am, with an unidenti¬ 
fied eyewitness saying that: “An object was 
flying around in circles at aeroplane level and 
sounded like an industrial train. There was a 
strange flashing on the object.” 

That was not the end of the incident - just 
over three weeks later on June 28, a further 
sighting was reported, with the location speci¬ 
fied only as Kent. 

Where? DOVER 
When? 2008 

Reports were received of some half a dozen 
glowing lights - described as ‘an orange fire’ 
colour. They were silent and, so it is claimed, 
moved across the sky at the speed of a helicop¬ 
ter. A Chinese lantern or five, perhaps? 

Where? RAINHAM 
When? 2008 

A UFO that looked like a yellowy light. The ob¬ 
ject was quite near and fairly low down in the 
sky.. 

There was no sound. Surely it couldn’t be the 
sun going behind a cloud? Can’t be. 

Where? FAVERSHAM 
When? 2013 

An orange ball of light seen silently flying 
overhead before changing direction and dis¬ 
appearing. It made no noise. The light was 
flickering, but not like a flame. 

Where? WHITSTABLE 
When? 2014 

Six UFO vehicles spotted hovering silently and 
‘dancing’ in the air space...some video footage 
was caught and published on YouTube...looks 
suspiciously like those pesky Chinese lanterns 
again... 

Where? BELTINGE, NR HERNE BAY 
When? 2008 

A bright orange glow could be seen moving 
north to south, slower than a normal aircraft.

Molly Kersey takes a look at the story 
behind the remarkable Joan of Kent 


HISTORY: The Black Prince at Canterbury Cathedral and author of the new book, Penny Lawne (inset) 


A SECRET marriage, 
forced bigamy and an 
impressive rise to pow¬ 
er... Joan of Kent was also 
once described by the 
medieval French writer Jean Frois¬ 
sart as “the most beautiful woman in 
all the realm of England”. 

But for many today, the name will 
mean very little. 

Yet her face can be found carved 
into the stone of Canterbury Cathe¬ 
dral - and her former husband’s tomb 
there remains one of its most popular 
attractions. 

So just who was Joan of Kent - or, as 
the history books frequently refer to 
her, the Fair Maid of Kent? 

Born in 1328, her father was Ed¬ 
mund of Woodstock, the first Earl of 
Kent and the son of King Edward I 
and half-brother to Edward II. 

Her fame springs from her mar¬ 
riage, in 1361 to Edward, the Black 
Prince, and became the very first 
Princess of Wales. 

She was the mother of Richard II, 
who succeeded to the throne, and the 
only woman to ever be the Princess of 
Aquitaine, a part of France at that 


stage under English rule. 

Now an author from Tunbridge 
Wells has written a book about her 
remarkable life. 

Penny Lawne first became inter¬ 
ested in Joan of Kent as a teenager. 

She read a book in which she was 
mentioned and the fascination has 
remained ever since. 

After retiring, she began research¬ 
ing and exploring the woman who 
led something of an incredible life. 

“Years later I wanted to know a lit¬ 
tle bit more about her because she’s 
mentioned in the history books as the 
Princess of Wales, but I couldn’t find 
out much about her,” Ms Lawne ex¬ 
plained. 

“When I had the opportunity to do 
research I thought this would be a 
good person to do research on.” 

Ms Lawne gained her doctorate in 
history in 2007. 

And she enjoyed delving into the 
background of Joan of Kent. 

“She had a reputation for being 
very beautiful,” she explains. “And 
put family first. She was also an in¬ 
credibly loyal woman.” 

Her father had been executed when

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she was just two years old - killed for 
being part of an apparent rebellion 
against his brother. 

But her adult life would be no less 
dramatic, despite mixing in such re¬ 
fined circles. 

“What is very interesting,” says Ms 
Lawne, “and certainly a little unusu¬ 
al, is that she wasn’t an expected 
bride for the Prince of Wales. 

“She had a rather difficult marital 
history. She had already been mar¬ 
ried twice, she had already had four 
children, and she wasn’t a foreign 
princess. 

“She was 32 when she married 
him, which at the time was certainly 
not young.” 

Joan of Kent had previously been 
married to Thomas Holland - who she 
wed at the age of 12 - and a year later, 
a forced marriage to William Mon- 
tacute, the Earl of Salisbury. 

“I think that’s a real love story 
there and a very understated one,” 
said Ms Lawne of the marriage to 
Thomas Holland. 

“She went abroad with the King 
and Queen and it was while she was 
there she met this household knight. 
He swept her off her feet and they 
married in secret.” 

However, when her husband went 
overseas to serve in the military, her 
family decided that Joan should mar¬ 
ry William Montacute, regardless of 
the fact that she was already married. 

“She was taken back to England 
and her mother and her uncle ar¬ 
ranged a marriage for her,” Ms Lawne 
explained. 

“They either didn’t believe her or 
believed they could pay him off. 

“It was a much more socially suit¬ 
able marriage, but she wouldn’t agree 
to it. She wouldn’t give up on the 
household knight.” 

Joan was imprisoned for some eight 
years by the Montacute family when 
they discovered her first marriage 
and her wish to return to the hus¬ 
band that she truly loved. 

After Thomas Holland returned to 


England and fought for his wife’s re¬ 
turn, the pope decided to annul Joan’s 
marriage to William Montacute. 

They enjoyed 11 happy years to¬ 
gether, and had four children, before 
Thomas died. 

She remained loyal to him until the 
end, and when she died she chose to 
be buried with him rather than the 
Black Prince - whom she wed after 
Thomas’ death. 

It was when she was widowed that 
she was wooed by Edward, the Black 
Prince - eldest son of King Edward III. 

He was her younger cousin. 

They were married by the Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury in a public cer¬ 
emony in 1361. 

Ms Lawne said: “The position of 
women was very different then to 
how we think of women today. 

“What I would say is she was a 
woman who ended up being in a very 
powerful and influential position but 
her power and her influence wasn’t 
apparent. 

“Did she choose not to exercise it 
and if not, why not? Or did she not 
have the opportunity to exercise it. 

“She put her family first, in partic¬ 
ular her son Richard and she man¬ 
aged her reputation. I think she was 
very much a woman of her time.” 

The Black Prince died aged 45 
which meant his son became heir to 
the throne. When Edward III died a 
year later, Richard was crowned. 

The questionable legality of her 
marriage to the Black Prince could 
have threatened her son Richard II’s 
succession to the throne. 

But by being deliberately self-effac¬ 
ing, she created and managed her 
reputation and used her skills to pro¬ 
tect and support her son. 

After her husband died, Richard 
was crowned at the age of just 10 
years old. Suddenly she was mother 
of the most influential figure in the 
kingdom. 

Ms Lawne added: “Her reputation 
was something that I believe she 
managed very carefully. There was

always a question mark over the va¬ 
lidity of her marriage to the Prince of 
Wales. 

“William Montacute was still alive. 
The Pope declared that marriage to 
be null and void but there was always 
the possibility that the next Pope 
could say ‘no I don’t agree with that’. 

“The Pope tended to play politics at 
the time so there was always that 
possibility. 

“I think she was very careful to 
manage it and didn’t do anything to 
allow people to say she wasn’t behav¬ 
ing as she should. 

“She was basically first lady at 
court after Queen Phillipa and for the 
rest of her life until Richard II mar¬ 
ried.” 

Joan died, aged 56, in Berkshire. 
She was was buried beside her first 
husband in Lincolnshire. 

Her third husband, the Black 
Prince, was buried in Canterbury Ca¬ 
thedral. He had expected her laid to 
rest alongside him and built a chant¬ 
ry in the crypt for her. Her face ap¬ 
pears above where she would have 
been buried in the cathedral.

A STUNNING collection of antique 
musical items and amusement ma¬ 
chines went under the auctioneer’s 
hammer last week, raising nearly 
£25,000. 

All came from a private collector in east Kent 
who gathered together the items over more than 
two decades. 

But last week he saw the complete collection 
sold in Canterbury. 

Sound engineer Raymond Stacey is naturally 
passionate about sound, and decided some 20 
years ago to put together a major collection of 
some of the finest machines designed to create a 
variety of sounds. 

One major piece was an early 20th century 
American Aeolian “Orchestrelle” Model XY 
player organ with 58 key keyboard and 22 stops. 

It is all built into a huge panelled mahogany 
case with moulded cornice and four moulded 
columns. It even comes with 200 rolls of music 
so the machine can play on its own. It sold for 
£2,000 at the sale on Wednesday afternoon. 

Mr Stacey, who bought it in 2004, said: 
“When new, this cost the same as a house in 
London.” 

It was originally a wedding present for a colo¬ 
nel and his new wife and underwent a full resto¬ 
ration in 1990. 

Mr Stacey said: “I have always loved music, so 
anything that makes a noise, I’ve got it.” 

He said: “My collection included pinball ma¬ 
chines that you would have seen in transport 
cafes back in the day, as well as arcades, like the 
one at Dreamland in Margate. 

“One of my favourite machines is a one-armed 


bandit that even has a change machine built in, 
so you didn’t have to stop playing.” 

He added: “A penny-fall machine that was in 
the sale even has some shiny 1967 pennies in¬ 
side that have never been in circulation.” 

So why build such a collection? 

He said: “Partly because I am mad, and as a 
child, my parents always had cafes with these 
machines in there. I was always fascinated by 
them, and I guess that is what started my jour¬ 
ney for me. 

“I am in to audio, so the mechanical music is 
tied in with that. It really was a bit of an obses¬ 
sion for me. I now realise that you can’t keep col¬ 
lecting. You start to enjoy them less because 
there is too much.” 

After the sale at the Canterbury Auction Gal¬ 
leries, he told us: “I am pretty happy with the 
way the sale went. 

“We sold everything apart from 13 items from 
the 96 lots entered. It has been hard work 
putting this all together and I am quite happy it 
is now all over. 

“I needed the space at home, but I am a little 
sad that the collection has gone.” 

Other highlights were a late 19th century 
concert roller organ which sold for £400; a 
1960s Bell-O-Matic one armed bandit which 
went for £760, above its £600 estimate: a 1950s 
Parker’s Automatics penny lot Carousel Alwin 
with a funfair back panel that was snapped up 
for £820, again above its guide price; and an 
early 20th century Edison phonograph called 
Red Gem that sold for £1,200, way above its 
guide of £700. 

In fact, all 11 Edison machines sold, and did 
well. 

Not everything sold. A 19th century Muto- 
scope estimates at £3,500 didn’t go, nor did an 
£800 1950s Turk Champ pinball machine.

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The Power to Surprise 
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Little ships prepare to re-enact 
the remarkable Dunkirk rescue 

Operation Dynamo saw thousands of British troops saved from the beaches during the Second World 
War. As its 75th anniversary approaches, Molly Kersey takes a look at a very special way to mark it...

O N MAY 26, 1940, one of 
the most remarkable mili¬ 
tary feats got under way. 
But this was no brave as¬ 
sault or triumphant 
claiming of a city. This was retreat. 

Yet the remarkable rescue effort 
that underpinned Operation Dynamo 
has remained a key moment during 
the Second World War. 

After all, mention the bravery of 
Dunkirk, and the emotional response 
is immediate. 

With British forces cut off and sur¬ 
rounded, the most audacious rescue 
bid was launched - with ships big and 
small sent from England across the 
Channel to pick up British soldiers 
and bring them back. 

And this year, to mark the county’s 
role in saving the lives of thousands of 
troops, there will be a serious of spe¬ 
cial events taking place to remember 
its 75th anniversary. 

The centre piece of which will see 
dozens of little ships leaving Ram¬ 
sgate Royal Harbour in the morning 
of May 21 and setting sail to Dunkirk. 
They will leave, it is hoped, to a spe¬ 
cial gun salute from the Royal Navy 
and a fly-past by war-time aircraft. 

Events director Angie Sutton said: 
“At the moment there’s 60 to 62 com¬ 
ing so there’s lots of them. It should be 
a real sight. 

“The RNLI will escort them across 
to Dunkirk. They will be escorted 
across there and will stay in Dunkirk 
over the weekend.” 

Major General Charles Ramsay, the 
son of Admiral Sir Betram Ramsay 
who masterminded the operartion in 
1940 will join the hundreds expected 
to cheer on the small ships, and other 
local dignitaries expected to attend. 

Elsewhere in the town, an Opera¬ 
tion Dynamo museum will be opened 
in the Ramsgate tunnels- which pro¬ 
vided refuge for people when the 
town became a target for bombers. 

Back in 1940, every available craft 
in Kent, big or small, was called into 
action and they gathered in Sheer¬ 
ness dockyard before making the he¬ 
roic and hazardous journey across 
the waters. 

It was thanks to their valiant ef¬ 
forts, with the community rallying 
together in a time of adversity, that 
some 330,000 troops were rescued. 

Mary Lincoln lived in Ramsgate at 
the time of the Dunkirk evacuation 
and submitted her memories to the 
group behind the project to remem¬ 
ber the event. 

She told them: “We saw various re¬ 
ports in the papers of what was hap¬ 
pening over in France and Belgium, 
but nothing prepared us for the news 
that the Allies suddenly surrendered 
to the Germans, leaving the British 
Army stranded and having to retreat 
to the coast. 

“They all ended up on the beach at 
Dunkirk, the only port not in German 
hands. 


“They crowded onto that beach, 
completely unprotected against in¬ 
cessant bombing and machine gun¬ 
ning. 

“When the papers told of their 
plight, anyone who had an available 
boat came to their aid. Some hun¬ 
dreds of every kind of boat came from 
all parts of Britain to the south coast 
to attempt to bring them home. 

“I was working as a waitress at the 
Granville Hotel in Ramsgate on that 
day. 

“We were asked to volunteer to go 
to Ramsgate Station in our off duty 
hours to help the WVS welcome them 
with tea and something to eat. But 
nothing prepared us for the tragic 
condition those soldiers were in. 

“The large pleasure building, Mer- 
rie England, took all the very badly 
wounded as it acted as a first aid post. 

“The rest were taken by bus to Ram¬ 
sgate Station, with whatever clothing 
and blankets the residents of Ram¬ 
sgate had gathered and brought to the 
harbour. But the thing that has lived 
with me, to this day, was their eyes. 

“They had very obviously witnessed 
sights and sounds that no young lad 
could have been prepared for, and al¬ 
though some of them tried to show 
pleasure at being back in England, 
their tragic faces told the story. 

“This was the first time I had come 
face to face with raw tragedy, as I was 
only 19 at the time, but I have never, 
ever forgotten it.” 

The Medway Queen was one of 
these ‘little ships’ called into action. 

The paddle driven steamship is the 


only mobile estuary paddle steamer 
left in the UK and in recent years has 
been undergoing a renovation project. 

Brian Goodhew, of the Medway 
Queen Preservation Society, said: 
“Our troops were stranded on the 
Dunkirk beaches. The Medway 
Queen went out there seven times in 
nine days and brought back thou¬ 
sands of troops. It lasted nine days 
and after that Dunkirk fell. 

“A lot of the people involved will 
now be well into their 90s, there are 
some magic stories behind it and they 
make good reading. The Medway 
Queen is now at Gillingham Pier. 
Slowly, slowly, we are fitting it out.” 


And Mr Goodhew believes that the 
Medway Queen will always hold a 
special place in the hearts of many 
people in the community. 

The Medway Queen, thanks to a 
generous donation from the Gosling 
Foundation, will be able to attend the 
event, although it will not make the 
crossing. 

“She’s huge and she is so impres¬ 
sive,” said Ms Sutton. 

“They have been rennovating her 
for about four years now and they 
have managed to get enough money 
to tow her to Ramsgate.” 

Mr Goodhew added: “We are en¬ 
couraged by the fact that people in 


Ramsgate have invited us, we are all 
looking forward to it. We will be there 
for about a week.” 

Other vessels due to take part in the 
special re-enactment include the 
Firefly - a tiny 26ft boat which made 
the perilous journey and saved lives - 
and the Trimilia, previously Pruden¬ 
tial, an RNLI lifeboat. 

“She’s coming back, said Ms Sut¬ 
ton. “She was built in 1925. 

“In total she rescued 330 people in 
addition to those at Dunkirk, so over 
3,000 in her life.”

The star who became famous for his television shows talks about washing dishes with Jamie Oliver... 


F ARMER, entrepreneur and 
TV presenter, Jimmy 
Doherty has proved himself 
to be far more than a 
one-trick pony, winning a 
well-deserved place in the nation’s 
hearts since his trials and tribula¬ 
tions setting up Jimmy’s Farm were 
first documented on screens back in 
2004. 

Since then, he’s appeared in a string 
of programmes and had success with 
countless foodie projects, but he’s the 
first to admit that none of it would be 
possible without his hard-working 
wife, Michaela. 

“It helps having an understanding 
wife, who’s prepared to run the busi¬ 
ness when you’re not there,” he says 
with a laugh. 


“Our business grew organically,” he 
says. “Out of necessity, it became lots 
of different things. 

“We started off by having a number 
of pigs, and then opening a shop twice 
a week, and then three, four times and 
now every day. 

“Our field kitchen has become a full 
restaurant, and then people came to 
see the animals, so you have the farm 
park. Then people asked about getting 
married at the farm, so we’re doing 30 
weddings this year.” 

There’s also a food and music festi¬ 
val, but it hasn’t all been plain sailing. 

“At the beginning, you have a bit 
more of a romantic vision of tending 
your animals and walking around in 
the evening with a glass of wine, 
watching the sunset.

“That all goes out the window as 
soon as you get the first invoice. You 
go, ‘Oh, the feed bill needs paying’, and 
you forget all that romantic nonsense! 

“But without that romantic ele¬ 
ment, you don’t push forwards - I’m 
obsessed with growing vegetables and 
herbs at the moment. 

“Now our turkeys have gone from 
the free-range turkey tunnels, we’re 
using that for growing all our vegeta¬ 
bles for the restaurant, so you’re al¬ 
ways moving on with new ideas.” 

Doherty grew up in Essex, and was 
the self-professed ‘Doctor Doolittle of 
the village’, recalling how, as a school¬ 
boy, he used to breed and sell snakes 
and lizards, and washed his neigh¬ 
bours’ cars, in order to save up and 
buy an aquarium. 


Doherty’s idyllic childhood involved 
having Jamie Oliver as a mate, and 
working in the Oliver family pub. 

“One of the first jobs I had, it was 
probably slightly illegal actually, 
when I was about 11. 

“I used to work in the kitchen [at 
Jamie’s parents’ pub] washing up, and 
Jamie used to do bottling up and then 
he started doing the food prep. At a 
very early age, you could see that 
that’s where he was heading.” 

The pair are currently starring to¬ 
gether in TV series Friday Night Feast, 
which sees them entertaining celebri¬ 
ties at their Southend Pier cafe. 

“You’d never dream back then we’d 
be working on a show together - not 
those two kids running around with

TRAVEL REVIEW: Nashville

THERE’S a reason why it’s called the 
Music City. 

I’ve just cleared customs at Nash¬ 
ville International and I’ve already 
spotted Keith Urban (the country 
music superstar and Nicole Kid¬ 
man’s husband) wheeling a baggage 
trolley through the terminal. 

He’s every bit the chisel-jawed 
heart-throb in real life as he is on 
screen. But when I later mention my 
sighting to local residents, they sim¬ 
ply shrug and say that seeing Keith 
Urban round these parts is #nobig- 
deal. 

What else would you expect in 
Nashville, this genteel and unhur¬ 
ried yet proudly cosmopolitan city, 
reared right in the middle of the Bi¬ 
ble Belt? It’s a place where Southern 
hospitality is doled out in super¬ 
sized portions, and where the Ten¬ 
nessee accent, sweet like honey mo¬ 
lasses, is strung with phrases like 
“y'all” and “sure is”. Counting a pop¬ 
ulation of 609,000, Nashville surely 
has more music professionals per 
capita than anywhere else in the 
world: singers, songwriters, guitar 
pickers, record execs, studio engi¬ 
neers - you name it, and every one 
has a celebrity tale to tell. 

This is, after all, the town that 
launched the careers of Dolly Par- 
ton, Johnny Cash and Loretta Lynn, 
a town where Elvis recorded ‘Are 
You Lonesome Tonight?’ in the 
wood-panelled RCA Studio B. It’s 
where Bob Dylan made Blonde on 
Blonde, and where countless artists 
have slipped their demo tapes to the 
execs along Music Row. 

One of them was Taylor Swift, the 
biggest-selling artist of 2013, who’s 
so fond of Nashville that she’s bought 
four apartments in Downtown. 

On a Monday night, there’s only 


one place to be, and that’s 3rd & 
Lindsley. It’s a Nashville institution 
and that’s thanks to the Time Jump¬ 
ers, a loose association of seasoned 
studio musicians. The band’s line-up 
changes, but tonight, wearing a for¬ 
est green polo shirt, is country mu¬ 
sic legend Vince Gill. 

The audience is made up of profes¬ 
sional musicians in ten-gallon hats 
and country music afficionados - 
German singer of pop hit 99 Red Bal¬ 


loons among them - all sipping on 
beers and Tennessee bourbons. The 
crowd laps up Gill’s swing and blues 
standards, and he repays them with 
a barnstorming version of Trouble 
In Mind. 

Nashville is uniquely set up to 
market its rich country music herit¬ 
age to tourists. There’s a new Johnny 
Cash Museum off Broadway, the as¬ 
tonishing Hatch Show Print, where 
they’re still making posters on hand- 


cranked letterpress machines a cen¬ 
tury later, and the restored Ryman 
Auditorium, former church and 
home of the legendary Grand Ole 
Opry radio show, before it moved to 
the more spacious Grand Ole Opry 
House. 

A few blocks south of Broadway is 
Third Man Records, the record label 
set up by singer/record producer 
Jack White, whose move to Nashville 
sparked the city’s artistic rebirth.

The brick warehouse lies in a former 
industrial district called Sobro, 
where the Union Pacific freight train 
rattles on towards Chattanooga. 

The operation opened its doors in 
March 2009 and combines a kitchly 
decorated record shop with a record¬ 
ing studio and a 250-seat venue 
called the Blue Room. Here, fans 
have been treated to performances 
by The Shins, The Kills and even 
Jerry Lee Lewis. (The shows are re¬ 
corded direct-to-acetate and vinyl 
copies are then sold to attendees.) 

The food scene in Nashville is also 
hotter than a poker right now. While 
you can eat yourself a belt-buckle 
larger with Southern staples like 
fried chicken, biscuits and gravy, 
and cherry pie, there’s also a lot of 
forward-thinking, homespun cui¬ 
sine made from locally sourced in¬ 
gredients. 

There is also great architecture, 
which you can witness first hand 
across the Cumberland River around 
neighbourhoods like Five Points, 
Historic Edgefield and East End. 

Unlike the big skyscrapers in 
Downtown, east Nashville has long 
avenues of brightly-painted bunga¬ 
lows, with clipped lawns and rock¬ 
ing-chair porches, interspersed with 
Baptist churches, a sign of the his¬ 
toric African-American community.

CAKE 

(15, 102 mins) Drama/Romance 

LIFE is pain cocooned within 
extended periods of contentment 
and the mundane. 

At some point, we all have to 
contend with that exquisite 
suffering, which seems like it might 
consume us, but it’s how we 


emerge from the blackness that 
ultimately defines us as strong, 
resilient creatures. 

The embittered protagonist of 
Cake, played by Jennifer Aniston, 
has been so deeply scarred - phys¬ 
ically and emotionally - by her pain 
that she is toxic to everyone who 
orbits her. 

“Tell me a story where every¬ 
thing works out in the end for the 
evil witch,” sourly jokes one of the 
characters. 

That story would be Cake. 

BLACKHAT 

(15, 133 mins) Thriller/Action/ 
Romance 

FOLLOWING the attack on the 
computer systems of Sony Pictures 
last year, and leak of emails, the 
threat posed by cybercriminals is 
fresh in everyone’s mind. 

Director Michael Mann’s 
polished yet soulless action thriller 


is perfectly timed to tap into this 
mood of pixellated paranoia, 
convening a global task force to 
unmask a madman who wreaks 
havoc from his computer keyboard. 

Aided by digital trickery, Mann 
visualises the hack attack as a 
quick zoom into a computer 
monitor, careening along wires and 
circuitry as the flickering white 
pixels of incoming malware 
pollutes a blue sea of good coding. 

The central romance between 
Thor hunk Chris Hemsworth and 
Chinese actress Tang Wei cataly¬ 
ses by dramatic necessity because 
she’s the only woman in the film 
who wouldn’t pass for his mother. 

We don’t believe their heartfelt 
declarations for a second. East 
meets west but his film goes south. 

THE WEDDING RINGER 

(15, 101 mins) Comedy/Romance 

IT IS supposed to be the happiest 


day of a couple’s life but a wedding 
is seldom the stress-free parade 
promised by glossy bridal 
magazines. 

And just when it seems the worst 
is over and everyone can draw 
breath, the best man nervously 
stands up, microphone clasped in a 
sweaty palm. It’s only then you 
realise that one man’s Dutch 
courage is another’s alcohol 


poisoning. 

The Wedding Ringer is a 
sweet-natured buddy comedy of 
errors, which walks down the aisle 
with one hapless groom, who 
enlists professional help to ensure 
he gets the best best man for his 
beautiful blushing bride. 

For better or worse, The Wed¬ 
ding Ringer falls short of matrimo¬ 
nial bliss.

I ’VE HEARD of some strange 
gardening practices over the 
years, but some of the tips 
offered in a medieval gardening 
book which is said to have 
inspired Henry VIII’s lost Great 
Garden at Whitehall Palace take the 
biscuit. 

The Ruralia Commoda, written in 
1304, due to go on display at an exhi¬ 
bition at Buckingham Palace in 
March, claims that a squash will 
bear fruit after nine days if planted in 
the ashes of human bones and wa¬ 
tered with oil, and that cucumbers 
shake at the sound of thunder. 

It also mentions that lettuce loves 
goat manure and that combining the 
seeds of lettuce, radishes, nasturtium 
and colewort will result in a particu¬ 
larly tasty crop. 

The book entered Henry VIII’s li¬ 
brary after the death of its owner, the 
King’s chaplain Richard Rawson, in 
1543 and explains the importance of 
a king’s garden to the Tudors. 

But just how much truth is there in 
its horticultural growing tips? 

Guy Barter, head of the Royal Horti¬ 
cultural Society (RHS) advisory serv¬ 
ice, says: “They didn’t have squashes as 
we know them in those days.” 

Perhaps the Latin text has been 
lost in translation. “It would have 
been a marrow. Squashes come from 
North America, which hadn’t been 
discovered at that time. If you wa¬ 
tered oil on the ground it would have 
no fertiliser effect. It might inhibit 
loss of moisture by evaporation but it 
wouldn’t control pests.

“They would have used vegetable 
oil as they didn’t have synthetic oil in 
those days and it would have been 
broken down in the soil. But if an old- 
fashioned gardener wanted to give it 
a go, it wouldn’t do any harm. Just 
don’t use engine oil! ” 

The manual also suggests that let¬ 
tuce loves goat manure; and Barter 
agrees. 

“Gardeners throughout history 


have gathered sheep manure which 
is an excellent quality and balanced 
feed, not too high in nitrogen like 
bird manure and probably better 
than cow manure. The problem is, 
goats are pretty thin on the ground 
nowadays. If you can get hold of a 
goat, I’m sure there’s potential there.” 

He is, however, flummoxed by the 
claim that cucumbers shake with 
fear at the sound of thunder. 


“I’ve never seen a cucumber shake 
with fear,” he laughs. “They would 
have been grown in cold frames cov¬ 
ered with glass or wax. But even so, I 
can’t imagine why a cucumber 
would shake with fear. There’s a lot of 
thunder at RHS Garden Wisley and a 
lot of cucumbers and they’ve always 
remained rather stoic.” 

However, the 14th century manu¬ 
al was ahead of its time in some re¬ 


spects, declaring that combining the 
seeds of lettuce, radishes, nasturtium 
and colewort will result in a particu¬ 
larly tasty crop of greens. 

“Those plants would all grow hap¬ 
pily in the same soil together. Rad¬ 
ishes are a little bit hairy, but there 
are versions of radish that haven’t got 
hairy leaves so perhaps the Tudors 
grew those. But they would all com¬ 
bine well together.”

YOU are right that we should have

That’s why a ‘Save our public 
libraries’ petition has been 
launched. 

The petition allows people to 
express a positive view of what 
kind of library service they would 
like to see maintained when 
councillors make their decision 
after the close of KCC’s 
consultation on April 8. 

The financial case for a trust is 
really not convincing. The savings 
around business rates that KCC 
claims will be possible will soon 
be eaten up by the costs of setting 
up a new organisation, wasteful 
marketing and the boss’ pay 
packet. Then cuts and overuse of 
volunteers will be the next step. 

The council also says that all 
services must take a share of the 
cuts they want to make. Why? A 


thousands of us. 

You see I am an OAP that does 
not like using a telephone and does 
not possess all these mod cons like 
mobile phones or laptops. 

Let’s say I do not know in 
advance that I want to cross the 
Thames at Dartford and I am 
driving in my car and suddenly 
decide I want to, what am I to do? 

I always keep the money for 
parking and tolls in a purse in my 
car for just that reason, but to be 
fined £70 if I cross when I have the 
money is going back to Dick 
Turpin’s days. 

I feel there must be a law some 


county-wide service that brings as 
many community and social 
benefits, at relatively low cost, as 
libraries do should surely be 
protected until the economy picks 
up. 

The saving they are talking 
about works out about £2 per 
head per year - that is, the price of 
a half of bitter. 

It is particularly galling that 
KCC is at the same time talking 
about cancelling out the saving 
on libraries - which are a benefit 
to every Kent resident - by 
opening a new grammar school 
which will serve just one small 
part of the county. 

Libraries are a service that KCC 
runs well and is for the many not 
the few. Residents may regret the 
efficiency saving that their local 
library has already had to make 
over recent years, but I can’t 
imagine any voters saying to 
councillors that they don’t want 
KCC running this integrated 
service. It took years to build and 
it is certainly true that if the 
library service is sacrificed by 
short-term decisions we will never 
get it back again.

I NFINITIES prospects on launching here in 
2008 could not have looked more finite.

and refined motorway cruising. 

Cabin quality is high and specification gener¬ 
ous, while the comfortable seats were designed 
with space age input from NASA, no less.

Volkswagen’s smart mid-size SUV, the Tiguan, has an unusual name but comes 
in five distinct guises to attract would-be buyers with widely different needs. 





Y OU’LL look in vain at the 
VW Tiguan to see why its 
name is derived from 
blending the German words 
for ‘tiger’ and ‘iguana’. 

A far more relevant amalgamation 
is the number of different Tiguans to 
be found under that one name, and 
all with specific customers in mind. 

For those who want a main¬ 
stream/premium SUV that is 
well-made and capable, but at the 
best possible price (from £21,225), 
then there’s the ‘S’ entry model, 
whereas the best-selling Match has a 
crowd-pleasing spec for a bit more 
money - both are available with 
front-wheel drive or 4x4 and also in 
eco-friendly BlueMotion format. 

But then it gets serious with three 
4x4 only models; the aptly-named 
off-road specialist Escape, plus the 
Sport and R-Line flagship. 

OK, the transmission system mostly 
runs in front wheel drive for better 
economy, only transferring extra grip 
to the rear when required, but there’s 
enough off-road clout for most 
situations thanks to a shorter front 
overhang, radiator and sump guards, 
plus a standard-fit ‘off-road mode’ 
that optimises the hill descent control 
and other driver/mechanical aids. 


Engine-wise, the three diesel options 
dominate but, with petrol prices 
looking keen - at least for now - check 
out the two petrol units, which deliver 
lighter handling and decent zip. 

The 15OPS (148bhp) 1.4-litre 
petrol option, tested here in popular 


Match spec (£22,885) employs a 
supercharger and turbocharger to 
deliver diesel-style pulling power and 
low emissions and knocks more than 
£1,000 off the price of an equivalent 
2.0-litre diesel. 

But there are no real duds in the 



Tiguan powertrain line-up, with 
refinement, composure and crisp 
six-speed manual gearboxes coming 
as standard. 

The Tiguan interior is typical VW, 
mixing robust quality, good ergonom¬ 
ics and stowage and fine seating.

Space engineering is excellent too so, 
despite being roughly the same size as 
key competitors, the car feels more 
spacious and has a decent boot plus 
lift-up tailgate. 

A thoughtful selling point is how 
VW moved the door seals lower 
down and almost beneath the car, so 
muck thrown up on the underside is 
unlikely to reach the door sills and 
transfer to passengers’ shoes and 
clothes as they get in and out. 

From the driver’s point of view, the 
Tiguan is one of the best in class.

VALENTINE’S Day is becoming some¬ 
thing of a rather special occasion for 
Lizzy Yarnold. But not for the reason 
you might assume. 

Instead, it seems, the West 
Kingsdown winter sport queen has 
selected February 14 as the day on 
which she secures a vital career-en¬ 
hancing win. 

In 2014, it was the day she flew 
around the ice track in the Russian 
city of Sochi to win gold in the Winter 
Olympics and elevate the skeleton 
event to household status in this 
country. 

Now, precisely a year later, she did 
the same again - flying around the 


very same circuit to break the hearts 
of her competitors and secure anoth¬ 
er vital triumph. 

She may have finished second over¬ 
all in the World Cup ratings, but her 
victory over rival Maria Orlova saw 
her secure her fourth World Cup gold 
medal of the season. 

It was a strong way to end the final 
skeleton World Cup event of the sea¬ 
son. 

If it had not been for a dizzy spell 
which forced her to sit out the meet¬ 
ing at Calgary, she may be celebrat¬ 
ing winning the overall crown for a 
second straight year. 

Now her sights are set on the World 
Championship as she seeks to make a 
remarkable piece of history. 

The 26-year-old has already won 
the European Championship this sea¬ 
son, and is now looking to add to her 
medal haul at the championships 
which start in Winterberg, Germany, 


on Monday. She said: “It would be an 
honour to be the first Briton to hold the 
World, Olympic and European titles 
together. 

“I’m feeling really motivated. 

“Being European champion was a 
huge goal of mine, I desperately 
wanted to add that crown. 

“It was one of the goals for the sea¬ 
son and the other one is the World 
Championships so it’s been a really, 
really good day.” 

Looking back to last weekend, she 
added: “I do love the Sochi track. I’ve 
done a lot of runs here as we had 40 
runs here before the Olympics. 

“Even though I made a lot of mis¬ 
takes I was able to relax and enjoy the 
track.” 

When Yarnold won the gold in So¬ 
chi last year, she returned home to a 
hero’s welcome on an open top bus 
(as pictured). Success again in the 
worlds will cement her star status.
